Sir¬ 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statute,  the  Board  of  Public 
Utility  Commissioners  has  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  its  report  for  the 
year  ending  November  30,  1917. 

Early  in  the  month  of  February,  the  Board  experienced  a  serious  and 
much  regretted  loss  in  its  personnel,  through  the  death  of  one  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners,  the  late  Mr.  John  Stocks.  The  vacancy  in  the  Board  was  filled  by 
the  appointment,  on  the  16th  February,  of  Mr.  F.  M.  Black,  of  Calgary. 

In  regard  to  public  utilities,  the  work  of  the  Board,  during  the  term  covered 
by  this  report,  has  been  affected,  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  by  the  continuance 
of  the  war  and  the  conditions  entailed  thereby.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining 
materials,  as  well  as  of  financing  the  projects,  has  tended  to  limit  the  formation 
of  new  companies  negotiating  in  the  operation  of  enterprises  of  this  kind.  As 
in  the  year  previous,  the  applications  in  this  connection  have  been  mainly 
for  approval  of  franchise  agreements  granted  by  various  municipalities  to 
public  utility  companies. 

During  the  year  the  line  of  the  Alberta  and  Great  Waterways  Railway 
Company  was  completed  to  a  point  within  a  few  miles  of  Fort  McMurray. 
The  tariffs  of  this  company,  and  those  of  the  Central  Canada  Railway  Com¬ 
pany,  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval,  under 
the  provisions  of  The  Railway  Act  and  The  Public  Utilities  Act. 

The  number  of  applications  by  local  authorities  for  permission  to  borrow 
money  by  way  of  debenture  has  been  similarly  affected  by  the  prevailing 
war  conditions.  The  position  financially  of  some  of  the  urban  communities 
has  rendered  the  dealing  with  these  applications  a  matter  demanding  the  most 
careful  consideration.  Generally  speaking,  it  may  be  said  that  the  applicants 
themselves  have  fully  realized  the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  and  are  endeavor¬ 
ing,  in  every  way  possible,  to  meet  the  difficulties  before  them. 

The  administration  of  The  Sale  of  Shares  Act  has  increasingly  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  Board.  Numerous  applications  for  permission  to  sell 
shares  or  stock  within  the  Province  have  been  dealt  with,  and  in  cases  where 
the  Board  has  considered  the  propositions  have  met  the  requirements  of  the  Act 
certificates  have  been  granted.  As  in  the  previous  year,,  the  Board  has  felt 
obliged  to  refuse  certificates  in  many  cases. 

The  prosperity  prevailing,  particularly  amongst  the  agricultural  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Province,  has  caused  company  promoters  to  turn  their  attention 
to  this  Province  as  a  likely  field  in  which  to  sell  shares  in  their  speculative 
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enterprises.  That  the  Act  has  prevented  the  offer  to  the  public  of  much  stock 
in  companies,  doomed  from  the  very  outset  to  failure,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  securities  of  approximately  over 
$3,500,000  have  been  prevented  by  the  operation  of  the  Act  from  being  offered 
for  sale  in  this  Province.  Generally  speaking,  the  sale  has  been  barred  by 
the  Board’s  refusal  to  issue  a  certificate,  but  in  some  few  instances  this  has 
resulted  from  the  Board’s  action  in  attaching,  for  the  safeguarding  of  the 
purchasers,  conditions  that  the  promoters,  though  acquiescing  in,  have  failed 
to  comply  with.  The  estimate  given  is  based  only  upon  the  stock  actually 
sought  to  be  issued,  and  not  upon  the  capitalization  of  the  companies  refused 
certificates,  nor  is  there  taken  into  consideration  companies  where  informal 
discussion  disclosed  to  the  promoters  that  their  projects  did  not  appeal  to  the 
Board,  and  where,  in  consequence,  no  applications  for  certificates  were  made. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  granting  of  a  certificate  under  the  Act 
is  not  to  be  taken  as  a  recommendation  of  the  proposition  by  the  Board.  The 
Act  does  not  contemplate  that  the  purchaser  is  to  be  relieved  from  all  inquiry 
regarding  the  project,  and  from  investigating  its  chances  of  success.  The  most 
that  the  Board  can  do  is  to  satisfy  itself  that  the  proposition  is,  in  the  words  of 
the  Act,  fair  and  just  and  equitable.  If  a  new  company,  it  has  still  to  run  the 
ordinary  hazards  of  all  new  enterprises,  and  the  person  who  is  merely  on  the 
outlook  for  a  safe  and  sound  investment,  yielding  a  reasonable  return  on  the 
money  invested,  can,  in  the  present  times,  find  plenty  of  such  opportunities 
without  placing  his  money  in  an  enterprise  that  has  inevitably  to  prove  its 
success  before  any  return  can  be  expected.

(2)  In  the  case  of  loans  by  way  of  debenture  or  stock,  where  the  term 
of  final  repayment  is  not  more  than  five  years  from  date  of  issue,  the  fee  to  be 
charged  thereon  shall  be  one-fifth  of  the  above,  for  each  year,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  that  the  loan  has  to  run. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  an  application  for  approval  of  loan  by  way  of  deben¬ 
ture,  or  stock,  where  the  application  simply  involves  the  re-issue  of  debentures 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  original  issue,  the  fees  to  be  charged  thereon  shall 
be  one-quarter  of  the  amount  set  out  in  the  regular  tariff. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  an  unsuccessful  application,  there  shall  be  refunded 
to  the  applicant  one-half  of  the  fees  chargeable,  but  where  the  amount  involved 
is  $200,000  or  under,  the  fee  retained  by  the  Board  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
sum  of  $25.00,  and  where  the  amount  involved  is  over  $200,000,  the  fee  to  be 
retained  by  the  Board  shall  not  exceed  $50.00. 

(5)  Where  the  Board's  approval  is  sought  by  local  authorities,  in  connect¬ 
ion  with  a  number  of  different  loans  at  the  one  time,  the  fees  shall  be  charged 
as  if  they  were  on  one  application  for  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  aggregate 
amount  of  the  different  loans.
